OTTAWA, Aug 27.—(CP)— 
Labor Minister Mitchell an- 
nounced last night that an agree- 
ment is being negotiated to pro- 
vide Alberta with financial assist- 
ance from the federal treasury in 
a move to ease the harvest labor 
situation in that province. 


“The amount which will be pro- 
vided in the agreement has not 
been given out,” the announcement 
said “but it is understood the 
money is to be used for meeting 
necessary expenses in connection 
with recruitment of farm labor and 
for defraving costs of moving work- 
ers to and from harvest fields 


The minister's announcement, 
made in a statement issued by the 
Unemployment Insurance Commis- 
sion, said steps to deal with the 
Alberta harvest labor situation—“a 
subject of concern not only to the 
province but to the federal gov- 
ernment as well’—have already 
been taken. 

CO-OPERATIVE BASIS 

Through a plan formulated by 
the advisory committee on harvest 
labor for Alberta, under chairman- 
ship of W. H. Ross, manager of the 
employment and claims office of 
the Unemployment Insurance Com- 
mission at Calgary, farmers were 
being organized to work co-oper- 


atively “with a view to saving the 
crop.” 
“Mr. Ross and his colleagues 


have worked on the principle that 


voluntary co-operation among) 


farmers, if properly organized, will 
go a long way to relieve the situa- 
tion,” the commission's 
said.

SAINT JOHN, N.B., Aug, 27.— 
Viscount Bennett, former prime 
minister of Canada, arrived here 


today from New York and con-

Every leader had 
j full knowledge of what he had to 
do.” 

Welcoming the Canadian editors, 
|Gen. McNaughton spoke feelingly 
of the army | 

“We have a lot of young men and 
women over here who have been 
j;away for a long time and we feel 
that personal contacts with the 
homeland should be kept up,” the 
army commander said 

“There is always anxiety that 

when we get away from home we

But there is a spirit 
here that our people back home 
should know about. We are an 
outward expression of the people 
of Canada.

get this war won. We went into it, 
{as democracies do, without prepara- 
| tion We have hardly come to grips 
| with the foe and we are still going 
|through the phase of preparedness, 
| but it will be won.” 

The general was enthusiastic 
|about industrial war production in 
Canada and said that “in equipment 
‘Canadian manufacturers had to cut 
their teeth on existing types.” 


FINEST IN WORLD 

“In an almost extraordinarily | 
short time the prototypes started | 
coming back to us for experiment,” 
yen. McNaughton continued. “Can- 
adian weapons and equipment are 
of the finest in the world; by that

The news from Russia, combined 
with that from Egypt, indicates that 
the furious tempo of war in the 
eastern theatre is due to be stepped 
up in the immediate future 


The signs point to an offensive 
in Egypt which may prove de- 
cisive, It is not yet clear which 
side is going to start it, but Mar- 
shall Erwin Rommel, the German 
commander, has been reinforced 
and may make his bid. It has 
been clear since his first offensive 
was halted that he could not af- 
ford to stand indefinitely in the 
narrow Alamein bottleneck 80 
miles from Alexandria. 


Rommel, according to British in- 
formation, has not only his veteran 
90th Light Infantry division but the 


164th division, brought over from 
Crete by air. Rommel has been 
holding back his excellent Afrika 


Korps troops and using Italians on

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Shortage of Nurses 


The shortage of trained nurses in Can- 
ada steadily causes greater concern, and 
the Canadian Nurses’ Association has 
pointed out the urgent neeessity for “at- 
tracting into the profession young women 
of the right type and with the aptitude 
for nursing”. 

Under normal conditions, the Associa- 


tion points out, there are about 23,000 
graduate nurses available to serve the 
population of Canada, or one nurse to 


every 10 or 11 patients in need of nursing 
care. 

Since the war began, 1,500 nurses have 
enlisted for service in the armed forces. 
This number is sure to increase, Expand- 
ing industry is also making heavy de- 
mands upon the nursing profession. 

In the average year, there are in train- 
ing in Canada about 11,200 student nurses 
and about 3,000 graduate annually — 30 


per cent of whom marry within two 
years. 

There is also a lack of nurses capable 
of teaching. Canada has only 172 super- 


intendents of nurses, of whom only 86 
have special training. 
The Canadian Nurses’ Association 


frankly calls the situation alarming and 
welcomes Ottawa’s recognition of its seri- 
ousness. The Government has made a 
grant of $75,000 to provide facilities for 
the tuition of teachers, supervisors and 
administrators in schools of nursing and 
the Association is working out plans of its 
own for enlarging the roll of qualified 
nurses, 

It is encouraging to note that no one 
has formulated a remedy along the lines 
of lowering the standards of the profes- 
sion. That would be deadly. 

The Association relies mostly on its 
special appeal to ‘“‘the right type of young 
women”, 

For such young women nursing offers, 
as always, a magnificent training, a rea- 
sonable living, a fuller and richer life. 


One Consoling Fact 


While it does not make his bill any 
smaller, the taxpayer may reflect with 
some satisfaction that the money he pays 
on his higher income levy will go into the 
treasury to help defray the cost of the 
war, not handed out to meet the cost of 
his personal fight against inflation on the 
home front. 

Those who are old enough to remem- 
ber the course of events during the former 
war will appreciate the difference. In the 
former struggle measures were not taken 
to control the cost of living in Canada. 
As a result there developed a race between 
rising prices and the demand for higher 
pay for everybody. As prices went up 
wages were forced up, and as wages rose 
prices rose again. In the deadly upward 
spiral wages never did, as they never do, 
keep up with the rising cost of living. 

The demands on the wage-earner’s 
pocket were as heavy as they will be un- 
der the Ilsley budget, but relatively little 
of the money went into the war chest. It 
was frittered away in the inflationary 
melee; while war money had to be bor- 
rowed at fantastic rates of interest, and 
even by the sale of tax-free bonds. At the 
end of the spree the taxpayer’s pocket was 
empty and the bulk of the war cost had 
been translated into interest-bearing 
debt. 

This time we are trying to “pay as we 


go’ the expense of the war, while con- 
trol regulations are holding inflation in 
check. Though our pockets may be as 


empty as they were before, our wages go 
now to pay for the war, not to finance a 
futile nation-wide scramble to keep up 
with a price boom,

The Air Front 


Fifty Axis planes a day seems to be 
about the average bag of R.A.F. fighters 
and ground forces in Egypt, Libya, 
Malta, over the Mediterreanean seaways, 
over the British Isles and the Channel 
One day in a recent week they destroyed 
that many on two Libyan airfields alone. 

The Russians say, and back it up with 
detailed figures, that they have disposed 
of 3,000 enemy planes in the last two 
months, an average of 50 more per day. 
Considering the extent and ferocity of the 
fighting and the heavy concentration of 


Axis air power on that front, any lower 
figure would seem to be out of propor- 
tion 

These items total up to 100 Axis 


planes per day either completely destroy- 
ed or put indefinitely out of commission 
in these areas—leaving out of the count 
these shot down or ground-straffed in 
R.A.F, and Russian raids over Germany 
itself. And there is no reason to doubt 
the consistent official claims that Allied 
losses run well below this figure. 

To build one hundred planes in a day 
requires a lot of material, a large number 
of skilled workmen and extensive plant 
and equipment, For material and work- 
men Hitler is drawing on the conquered 
countries, and has perhaps sufficient sup- 
plies of both. But his factories are being 
ematically blown to pieces at an accel- 
erating rate. 

There is nothing yet to indicate a 
shortage of enemy planes. But if the Al-

Ten Years of War 


It has become common to say the war 
in China began five years ago. In fact it is 
twice that long since Japan began the 
armed encroachment which five years ago 
developed into an open attempt at con- 
quest. It was in 1932 the fighting was 
started at Shanghai, and there has been no 
time since when the Chinese were not 
somewhere having to defend themselves 
against piecemeal absorption of their terri- 
tory. 

Japan, not Germany, is the senior mem- 
ber of the aggressor partnership in point 
of time. The plotters at Tokyo had their 
policy of grab actively under way while 
Hitler was fighting the “bloodiest election 
campaign in the history of the Reich” to 
get himself into power, and while Musso- 
lini was writing syndicated essays of de- 
ception for newspapers in this continent. 

The fight China has made against the 
insidious and unceasing plans to dismem- 
ber it and set up puppet states under Ja- 
panese control has few parallels in history. 
Nor has it fared better since Japan enlisted 
twenty-six other countries against itself. 
But there are signs that the Chinese may 
not much longer have to oppose masses of 
poorly armed men against superiority of 
equipment. 

The Pacific war council is said to have 
worked out at Washington plans for get- 
ting to the Chinese forces the supplies of 
planes and tanks and guns they so badly 
need. Never did men more deserve help, 
and outside Russia there is no theatre

| When something gocs wrong, 
headache seems to be one of the 
first general warning symptoms 
The abnormal factor may be of 
physical or emotional origin. In 
other words, headache may result 
when something goes wrong either 
; in the physical or “pinchable” part 
of you, or in the “unpinchable” 
part of that part whieh you can not 
feel with your fingers. An exam- 
ple of a physical cause of headache 
is a blow on the head, while an ex- 
ample of a psychic or emotional 
cause is violent anger. 

Because of the wide variety of 
possible causes, it is not always 
easy to determine quickly the exact 
| cause of the distress which the pa- 
tient describes. The same wide 
variety of causes is likewise the 
reason why this symptom is so ex- 
ceedingly common. Certainly, more 
people suffer from headache than 
from any other single symptom. 
Sometimes they make the mistake 
ot considering headache a disease 
whereas it is actually only one of 
the signs of disease. It is an effect, 
but not a cause, 
| Headache may appear to be lo- 
cated in different parts of the head) 
—that is, it may involve the back, 
the top, the side, or the forehead, 
or it may be described by the pa- 
tient as being general, or as seem- 
ing to come from a point in back of | 
the eyes, The ache may be intense} 
in which case it is described as bor- 
ing or sharp, or it may be dull 
Sometimes what the patient calls a 
| headache is in reality a form of| 
neuralgia, | 

In discussing headache, it is most 
convenient to consider the various | 
types separately; as an illustration, 
there is the toxic type, due to auto- 
intoxication, caused by a systemic 
toxemia; likewise there is the bili-| 
ous type which so frequently devel- 
ops in the patient predisposed to 
attacks of biliousness caused by a 
sluggish liver; then there is a very 
jeccommon type of headache due to 
eyestrain, An additional type of 
headache is that which results from}

to either high or low blood pres 
sure. 

Undoubtedly, most headaches are

in a quiet room. Many patients 
have reported to me that they have 
been surprised at how quickly re 
lief from headache may be obtain- 
ed by the use of these simple mea 
sures. Regardless of the cause of 
the headache, it is generally the 
best plan to take the enema, rest if 
possible, and to eat simply If 
there are any signs of indigestion, 
skip the next few meals and use 
fruit juice feedings instead. Cer 
tainly, that is a safe treatment 

Nndoubtedly, most headaches are 
treated at home and it is easy tir 
the patient to get into the habit of 
relying on various headache reme- 
dies to stop the discomfort. How 
ever, when headache is a persistent 
symptom, it should be given the 
attention it deserves and an exain- 
ination is in order, to find out the 
cause. Those who have severe 
headaches which are repeated at 
frequent intervals should not neg- 
lect finding out the cause. When 
the exact cause is found and defin- 
itely removed, the headache 
vanish,

I cannot 
give the exact method of escapes 
which we used, Other men who are 
still in the prison know about it 
and it is possible that they may 
still escape by it. It is also military 
law that you must not reveal how 
you escape from an enemy prison 
All that I can say is that the way 


we got out was very unusual and 
I do not think the Japanese are 
on to ft. 


HAD ESCAPE TIMED 

We had it timed according to the 
moon rise and made our way out 
on the night of January 28, fifty 
minutes before the moon came up. 

North Point prison lies on a level 
stretch of ground. At one end is 
the sea, at the other, rising and 
falling like a roller coaster, the hills 
of Hong Kong Island. The island is 
eleven miles from one end to the 
ther, 

When we get out of the prison 


we faced the hills. To our right 
across the harbor, was Kowloon 
and the Chinese mainland. We 
knew that there were Japanese 
patrols in the hills but we did not 
know how many nor where they 
vere, 


For half an hour we made our 
way crawling on our bellies, stop- 
ping every few minutes to listen 
We wanted to get as far from the 
prison as possible before the moon 
came up. When the moon came up, 
we stood upright and began walk- 
ing. There was plenty of cover 
trees and thick underbrush that 
came up to our necks, But we did 
not want to make any noise. We 
had taken off our shoes when we 
left the prison and we did not put 
them on again. The feet of our 
already worn socks fell apart like 
tissue paper but we kept on in our 
bare feet. I knew that my feet 
were bleeding after the first hour 
but I did not even bother to look 
All that I knew was that they felt 
hot and sticky. The feet of the two 
Dutch officers were the same 

We kept on like that all night. 
As soon as it began to get light, 
we made deep nests in the under- 
brush and took turns sleeping. 
Two of us slept while the other 
stayed awake. We had agreed to 
try to throttle any Jap sentry. We 
would not surrender and go back 
to the camp, There was no use 
in that. 

We stayed motionless until it was 
completely dark the next night and

those five nights, 
and detours of roads 
paths, we averaged about three 
miles a night.
